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White Lines On Highways 


It is estimated that by May 1 there will be more 
than 1,300,000 vehicles on the highways of Massa- 
chusetts. 


The constant increase in the number of autos and 
trucks registered each year places an ever-growing 
responsibility on motorists to be more careful in the 
observance of all safety measures. 


One common safety measure for the reduction of 
accidents on the highways is the system of painted 
white lines that mark all well-traveled roads today. 


“Painted lines on Massachusetts highways,”’ 
says a statement just issued by Police Chief George 
A. Dane and Rudolph F. King, registrar of motor 
vehicles, ‘‘are life-lines for motorists and pedes- 


trians. 


This system of road markings, they advise us, is 
in accord with established uniform standards. They 
can be easily interpreted by motorists and, if obeyed, 
are of primary importance in cutting down accidents. 


But how often in the course of ordinary travel 
does one see them disregarded by the ‘‘smart’’ 
driver or the speeder who crosses the solid barrier 
at a curve or in a ‘‘No Passing’’ zone! 


These restrictive barriers on the highways are for 
the protection of all. Maximum safety benefits can 
be realized only when motorists understand their 
meaning and observe them. 


Some 5100 miles of white lines were painted on 
our state highways last year. Motorists should bear 
in mind that they have a purpose and make it their 
business to know what the markings mean,
